Middle East 
Peace Still

April, we expressed our misgiv- 
ings about the effect they would 
have in the area," an official of 
the Israeli delegation told a re- 
porter.

finished half an hour sooner 
than draft officials had antici- 
pated. 


Following the drawing of the 


dates, another drawing was held 
in which letters of the alphabet 
were scrambled and pulled out. 
This will be used by local 
boards to decide the order in 
which to draft the eligible men. 


First out in the second draw- 


ing was the letter J, 


The new lottery system was 


signed into law by the President 
last week and provides the first 
major reform in the draft since 
the 
Selective 
Service estab- 


lished a complicated form of in- 
duction during World War n. 


The previous system, which 


included a long list of defer- 
ments, was criticized because it 
left young men uncertain about 
their fate for as long as seven 
years. 


The new lottery system is de- 


signed to reduce this period of 
uncertainty to one year. 


The last time the draft was 


based on a lottery was in 1942. 


Every man who reaches at 


least 19 years of age but not 26 
by the end of this year now has 
his place in line for the draft in 
whatever year he becomes 1-A 
— "Available for military serv- 
ice"—or 1 -A -O— "conscientious 
objector available for noncom- 
batant military service only." 


Some 500,000 men will begin 


1970 in one of these classifica- 
tions, fully exposed to the draft 
that year. 


Another 350,000 now deferred 


or exempt will lose that status 
— many by graduating from col- 
lege..^ example-^ and become 
1-A' 6r 1-A JO'during the year. 
That makes 1970 their "priori- 
ty" exposure year too. 


Of this 850,000 total, about 


290,000 will probably enlist vol- 
untarily in the armed forces, of- 
ficials anticipate. 


They will be, roughly, those 


whose birthdays 
appeared in 


about the first half of the list 
drawn Monday night. 


Just how high up the list the 


draft will reach may vary con- 
siderably from one local draft 
board 
to another. 
But men 


whose birthdays lie in the first 
one-third of the dates as drawn 
are almost certain to be draft- 
ed. 


Those drawn in the middle 


one-third may be uncertain for 
up to a year— until they receive 
a draft notice, or until the year 
ends without one. 


Those in the last one-third are 


now virtually certain they will 
not be called in 1970. And the 
chances are even smaller they 
would be called in a future year. 


The men almost certain to 


stay a civilian were born on 
June 8 and have last names 
starting with the letter V. 


In 1971, the "priority expo- 


sure" will focus on a new group 
of men who have turned 19— and 
had their birthdays scrambled 
in a new lottery— in 1970. 


Men who are deferred or ex- 


empt face "priority exposure" 
in any year when they become 
1-A or 1-A-O; and they step into 
that year's line-up at exactly 
the place they were given origi- 
nally-that is, either Monday 
night, or in a lottery the year 
they turn 19, 


Lt, Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, 


who helped create the modern 
draft system and has headed it 
since 1941, opened the lottery 
ceremony, but did not take part 
in the drawing.

A Manned Spacecraft Center 


official said the mishap Monday 
could slow down the prelimi* 
nary examination of lunar rocks 


brought back by the Apollo 12 
crew. 


Among the 11 persons were 


seven scientists, six of them as* 
signed to work oft the prellmi* 
ftary examination of the Apollo 
12 rotks. Their absence leaves 
20 scientists to complete the 
work. 


Pour employes of a contractor 


also were quarantined. 


The 11 moved Into the quaran- 


tine quarters with Apollo 12 as* 
tronauts Charles Conrad 
Jr., 


Richard F, Gordon Jr, and Alan 
L. Bean. Fourteen other men 
also occupy the dormitory-llke 
quarters as part of normal oper- 
ations. 


Quarantine is scheduled 
to 


end on Dec. 10. 


Bryan Erb, director of the Lu* 


nar Receiving Laboratory, said 
eight of the 11 persons became 
exposed to moon dust when a 
cut developed in a rubber glove 
extending into metal and glass 
cabinets which contained sever* 
al moon rocks. The other three 
persons, he said came In con* 
tact with the eight who were ini* 
tially exposed. 


NASA's policy is to quaran- 


tine all persons who come In 
contact with lunar material un* 
til it is proved harmless. 


To make room for the 11 in 


the crew quarters, five bunks 
were brought in. The other six 
newcomers will sleep in the mo* 
bile quarantine facility, an iso*

latiofi van sealed against a door 
of the laboratory. The Apollo 12 
crew rdde in the van while re-

Erb said some materials will 


be passed Into the scientists in 
quarantine so they may contin* 
ue part of their work. He ac- 
knowledged their absence will 
be missed during their Isolation.

landing flight. Officials said 
they were editing the film for 
start of a formal debriefing to- 
day.

The vastness, the cold, the 


wealth and the rugged pioneers 
of modern Siberia are the sub- 
jects of another fine CBS special 
in the National Geographic So- 
ciety series to be broadcast to- 
night. 


The hour-long treatment is a 


change of style for the series—a 
broad survey of the huge but lit- 
tle known "booming new fron- 
tier" of the Soviet Union. 


Siberia still means, to most of 


us, an ice-bound place of exile. 
Cold it is—temperatures drop as 
low as 96 below zero above the 
Arctic Circle and to 50 below in 
some of its growing cities. But 
despite the climate, it is attract- 
ing European Russians by the 
millions to its manufacturing, 
its hydroelectric power, its min- 
eral wealth. 


One portion is devoted to the 


development of Irkutsk, a town 
of a half million that looks like a 
snow-covered frontier town of 
the 1000s. Others show nomad 
tribes of the far north with their 
herds of horses and reindeer. 


. Essentially it is a story of the 
railroad-^ the 
trans-Siberian— 


which is the steel lifeline of the 
5-million square miles expanse. 
Rails between Moscow and Vla- 
divostok have resulted in in- 
creasing the population from 6- 
million to 25-million. It not only 
moves supplies and people but 
brings medical and dental care, 
provides shops on wheels and 
even lectures on current events. 


It was a brillaintly photo- 


graphed—some of the northern 
Siberia scenes are so vivid one 
can almost feel the bitter cold 
—and had a commentary full of 
small human details.

a child to he collectible. Perhaps 
he has money of his own. Perhaps 
his family has a liability insurance 
policy that includes coverage for 
him. Or perhaps the claimant will 
keep the judgment 
hanging over 


the child's head for years, until he 
grows older and begins to earn 
wages. 


In any event, in the eyes of the 


law, mere youthfulness alone does 
not o r d i n a r i l y prevent l i a b i l i t y . 
Most courts feel that since the loss 
must fall upon someone, and since 
parents often cannot be held re- 
sponsible, it is fairer to let the 
loss fall upon the guilty child than 
upon his innocent victim. 


Nevertheless, youthfulness 
may 


indeed be a defense if the circum- 
stances show a lack of wilful pur- 
pose. For example: 


A four-year-old boy wrapped his 


arms around the legs of a woman 
visitor, causing her to topple over 
and sulTer injuries. But in a court 
hearing that followed, the evidence 
showed that the hug was a gesture 
of pure affection. Thereupon the 
court ruled in the child's favor, be- 
cause even though his act was in- 
tentional, it was not meant to do 
any harm. 


Nor is a child likely to be held 


liable if the bodily contact is not 
intentional at all, but simply part 
of the normal, playful exuberance 
of childhood. 


Thus, in another case, a school- 


boy was held not liable when he 
accidentally collided with another 
pupil while playing tag. The court 
said: 


"We should not wish to make it 


necessary for c h i l d r e n to stand 
about the schoolyard with folded 
hands for fear they might negli- 
gently brush against one of their 
fellows, and become l i a b l e for 
heavy damages."

Pregnancies Improbable 
After 'Change of Life7

11 months. 


Q—Not knowing that I was 


pregnant, I took Midol to 
ward off premenstrual dis- 
tress.

(AP) — A home for the aged 
burned down to the ground in 
this tiny lakeside community to- 
day and police said as many as 
55 of its inhabitants were unac- 
counted for.

75-80 persons in the building 
were known to have escaped the 
blaze that swept through the 
wooden, three-story building on 
Lake Temiscouata about 120 
miles northeast of Quebec City. 


Known to be in the home were 


09 elderly patients, 17 of whom 
were listed as crippled and un- 
able to move about without aid. 
The home had about 10 staff 
members. 


A male and a female nurse 


told police they had time only to 
leap from the windows after 
seeing flames racing through 
the building. 


The fire started about 6a.m. 
Thirty local volunteer firemen 


and reinforcements from neigh- 
boring communities fought in 
vain against the blaze. 


About 15 of those who escaped 


were taken to a hospital. The 
others took refuge in private

Oil Allowance 
Fixed; Tax 
Issue Next

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
After 


settling on a 23 per cent oil de- 
pletion allowance, the Senate to- 
day tackled the most controver- 
sial issue in the massive tax re- 
form bill— a proposal to boost 
the $600 personal income tax ex- 
emption. 


Sen. Albert Gore, D-Tenn., 


had the support of Democratic 
leaders for his pending amend- 
ment to raise the exemption to 
$1,000 in four successive annual 
steps starting next year. But 
President Nixon is strongly op- 
posed to the increase and there 
have been indications he might 
veto the increase. 


The administration spent a 


busy day Monday working to 
scuttle the amendments. Edwin 
S. Cohen, assistant secretary of 
the Treasury, issued a warning 
that Gore's amendment would 
cause a big additional net reve- 
nue loss to the government 
which "could not be counte- 
nanced." 


Sen. Russell B. Long said he 


interpreted this to mean Presi- 
dent N'xon would veto a bill 
with a $1,000 exemption in it. 
The Louisiana Democrat, who is 
Finance Committee chairman 
and floor manager of the bill, 
backs the administration in the 
fight. 


In accepting the 23 per cent 


oil 
and 
depletion allowance 


Monday, the Senate went along 
with its own Finance Commit- 
tee. 


A House version of the bill 


cuts the depletion allowance 
from the present 271/:: per cent 
to 20 per cent. 


The final reduction now will 


have to be worked out in the 
Senate-House conference. 


This was the first time the 


Senate had voted to reduce the 
long-disputed allowance since 
the 27'/2 per cent figure became 
law in 1920. 


The allowance and personal 


exemption were the most bitter- 
ly disputed items in the bill. 


Gore's tax reduction package 


with a $1,000 exemption would 
reduce taxes $14.8 billion in the 
long run compared with $9 bil- 
lion of relief in the measure as 
approved by Finance. 


Food, Nutrition and Health, Nix- 
on urged support for three 
measures pending in Congress 
which, he said, "should Virtual- 
ly eliminate the problem of pov* 
erty as a cause of malnutri- 
tion." 


One measure would put a 


floor under the income of every 
American family, supplement- 
ing or providing incomes for 25 
million persons. 


Nixon said the meeting of ex- 


perts in the field marks an his- 
toric milestone and added: "It 
sets the seal of urgency on our 
national commitment to put an 
end to hunger and malnutrition 
due to poverty in America." 


The President, who got a view 


of the angry mood of many of 
the 
persons 
invited to the 


conference 
even before 
his 


scheduled keynote address, said 
the central question until now 
has been whether the nation 
would accept the problems of 
malnurishment as a national re- 
sponsibility. 


"That moment has passed," 


Nixon said. "... "Speaking for 
this administration, I not only 
accept 
the 
responsibility—I 


claim the responsibility." 


He said while action is re- 


quired by our national con- 
science, practical terms compel 
action.

WASHINGTON (AP) - For- 


mer Sen. Daniel B. Brewster, a 
milllionaire 
Maryland 
Demo- 


crat, has been charged by a fed- 
eral grand jury with accepting 
$24,500 in bribes in exchange for 
votes on postal rate legislation. 


The indictment, returned here 


Monday after a long investiga- 
tion, said Brewster accepted the 
money in five payments over a 
three-year period from Spiegel 
Inc., a huge Chicago mail order 
house. 


Spiegel 
and its Washington 


lobbyist, Cyrus T. 
Anderson, 


were also indicted, but no corpo- 
rate officers of Spiegel were 
named. 


Brewster, 
46, unseated last 


year 
by Republican 
Charles 


McC. Mathias, was reported at 
his 
wife's estate 
in Ireland 


where he has spent much of his 
time since leaving the Senate in 
January. 


In Chicago, Spiegel issued a 


statement emphatically denying 
''any wrongdoing or improprie- 
ty." 
It expressed confidence it 


will be absolved "after all facts 
are disclosed in a court of lav,."

Shelling 
Kills Many 
Americans

SAIGON (AP) - 
Enemy 


shelling killed more Americans 
during the past 24 hours in Viet- 
nam than in any other 24-hour 
period for nearly four months, 
the U.S. Command reported to- 
day. 


U.S. headquarters also an- 


nounced that American artillery 
bombarded North Vietnamese 
troops in the northern half of 
the demilitarized zone for the 
first time in two months after 
the enemy soldiers fired on and 
damaged a small U.S. observa- 
tion plane. 


A U.S. spokesman said 30 ene- 


my artillery, rocket and mortar 
attacks were reported between 8 
a.m. Monday and 8 a.m. today 
and that seven Americans were 
killed and 19 wounded. 


The spokesman said this was 


the highest American death toll 
from such attacks since Aug. 
11-12, when 11 U.S. troops were 
killed and 122 wounded in 149 
shelling attacks. 


Despite 
the 
comparatively 


heavy American toll in the past 
24 hours, a U.S. communique 
said only two of the 30 attacks 
were against U.S. units or in- 
stallations. A spokesman ex- 
plained that some of the Ameri- 
can casualties were at South

ing more than all other states. 


In fact, taxpayers in three 


neighboring states are paying 
at a stiffer rate. 


The latest figures on per cap- 


ita income shows Arkansas' is 
$2,322 against a per capita tax 
of $199 in fiscal 1967. The tax 
equals .085 of the income. 


The three states paying a 


higher percentage of per capita 
income in per capita taxes are 
Mississippi, 
Oklahoma a n d 


Louisiana. 


Tennessee, Texas and. Mis- 


souri pay at a smaller rate. 


The per capita tax in Mis- 


sissippi equals .090 of its per 
capita income; in Oklahoma, 
the tax equals .089 of the in- 
come; and in Louisiana the tax 
is .099 of the income, the high- 
est rate of the seven states. 


The lowest rate is in Texas, 


where the tax equals .075 of the 
per capita income. The rate in 
Missouri is .079 of the income 
and in Tennessee the tax is 
.082 of the income. 


The state and local tax fig- 


ures were supplied by the Com- 
merce Clearing H o u s e in 
Chicago. The per capita in- 
come figures were provided by 
the 
Arkansas 
Industrial De- 


velopment Commission. 


The per capita tax estimates 


were $199 for Arkansas, $196 for 
Mississippi, $212 for Tennessee, 
$229 for Texas, $258 for Okla- 
homa, $260 for Missouri and 
$261 for Louisiana.

South Vietnamese legislators In-, 
vestigating an alleged 1968 mas- 
sacre of civilians by U.S. troepe 
entered this shattered hamlet 
today after being delayed by a 
South Vietnamese military oper* 
ation. 


Riding atop two tante, the 


legislators brought with them 
four civilians who said they 
lived In or were near the hamlet 
during the alleged massacre of 
100 or more villagers. 


The legislators said the civil' 


ians told them they had not ac- 
tually seen American soldiers 
shooting unarmed men, women 
and children in My Lai on 
March 16, 1966, but heard shoot* 
ing and civilians crying. 


Sen. Tran Van Don, leader of 


the investigating team who is 
chairman of the Senate Defense 
Committee, had been held up in 
nearby Quang Ngai with his in- 
vestigating team. South Viet- 
namese officers told them they 
could not enter My Lai until 
militiamen secured the area 
and made sure it was clear of 
Viet Cong. 


Despite 
indications armed 


Viet Cong remained in the area 
following the South Vietnamese 
clearing operation, the hamlet 
was found empty. 


Two men among the four ci- 


vilians accompanying the legis- 
lators said they survived the in- 
cident by escaping into nearby 
paddy fields. 


They told the legislators they 


saw the Americans entering the 
hamlet and "heard firing and 
people crying," reported Sen. 
Don, who acted as interpreter. 


The two men said the women, 


children and old men in the 
hamlet—which at the time was 
under strong Viet..Cow control 
*E*. "gathered together' "in group* 
to show they weren't firing 
weapons." 


The men ran out of the hamlet 


and came back when the Ameri- 
cans left at about 4 p.m., Don 
said. The two men pointed at a 
water-filled ditch about 
1,000 


yards from the hamlet and said 
they saw 30 bodies lying there 
after the U.S. troops tad gone. 


Don's 
nine-man 
legislative 


team—four senators and five 
House members—arrived Mon- 
day in Quang Ngai. He said he 
wanted "to get at the truth" and 
learn why the massacre "was 
kept a secret" if it actually oc- 
curred. 


On Monday, an American ar- 


tillery barrage directed at Viet 
Cong positions near My Lai 
forced the committee of sena- 
tors and national assemblymen 
back just as it reached the out- 
skirts of the cluster of aban- 
doned hamlets. 


American officers at Quang 


Ngai 
scoffed 
at 
newsmen's 


suggestions that the South Viet- 
namese oieration today was an 
attempt by the Saigon govern- 
ment to frustrate Don's-efforts 
because he is a leading political 
rival of President Nguyen Van 
Thieu. The militiamen in Quang 
Ngai are controlled by the prov- 
ince chief, Col. Ton That Khien, 
whose own investigation was the 
basis for a government finding 
that no massacre of civilians by 
U.S. troops ever occurred at My 
Lai, 


The government has clung to 


that official view even though 
the U.S. Army has charged a 
lieutenant 
with 
premeditated 


murder of 109 civilians at My 
Lai and a sergeant with assault 
with intent to murder. Twenty' 
four Americans are under inves. 
tigation. 


Don conferred Monday with 


Khien, who has said he doubts 
the villagers' accounts of a mas* 
sacre but believes that about 20 
civilians— along with many Viet 
Cong-were 
killed 
by 
U,S, 


bombs and artillery during a 
battle for the village.
